RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY 


At  the  end  of  1959  the  total  of  348  houses  had  been  inspected  under  this 
survey  and  were  classified  as  follows :- 


Category  1.  Satisfactory  in  all  respects  152 

2.  Minor  Defects  31 

3.  Repairs  or  structural  alterations  108 

5.  Unfit  57 


This  table  has  been  amended  to  show  the  regrading  of  houses  which  have  been 
improved  since  the  original  inspections  were  made. 

Pressure  of  other  work  limits  the  amount  of  time  which  can  be  devoted  to  this 
subject  snd  it  is  only  possible  to  make  an  inspection  in  conjunction  with  applic- 
ations for  Improvement  Grants  or  complaints  regarding  the  condition  of  dwellings. 
Action  is  taken  against  category  5 houses  as  and  when  they  become  vacant. 

A Closing  Order  was  made  by  the  Council  for  house  No.  40  Dale  End, 
Kirkbymoorside.  The  house  was  unoccupied  at  the  time  when  the  Closing  Order 
was  made. 

Undertakings  were  received  from  the  owner  of  Nos.  2 & 3 White  Cottages, 

Kirkby  Mills  to  the  effect  that  he  would  not  allow  the  houses  to  be  used  for  human 
habitation  until  the  Council  were  satisfied  that  they  had  been  rendered  fit. 

Slum  clearance  work  in  the  district  is  difficult  owing  to  the  lack  of  new 
houses  for  re-housing  purposes  and  the  high  rents  which  would  be  necessary  if 
new  houses  were  erected  for  this  purpose. 


HOUSING  ACT,  1959  IMPROVEMENT  GRAM’S  . .... 

Curing  the  year  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959  came  into  operation. 
This  Act  introduced  the  Standard  Grant  which  provides  for  the  payment  of  grant 
towards  the  cost  of  providing  new  amenities  as  follows

The  Grant  may  he  paid  for  one  or  all  of  the  items  hut  where  some  of  the 
facilities  are  not  to  he  provided  they  must  already  he  in  existance. 

The  Local  Authority  must  satisfy  themselves  that  the  dwelling  will  he  fit 
for  human  habitation  and  likely  to  remain  fit  for  at  least  15  years. - 

Applications  for  both  types  of  grant  aid  under  the  above  Act  continue  to 
he  considered  by  the  Improvement  Grants  Sub-Committee  before  submission  to  the 
Housing  Committee.  Curing  the  year  six  applications  were  received  for  Standard 
Grants  and  14  for  Ciscretionary  Grants  in  respect  of  20  houses  in  all. 

Pour  of  the  Standard  Grant  applications  were  approved  with  maximum  grants 
reaching  a total  of  £555 • The  remaining  two  applications  had  not  been  considered 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  14  applications  for  Ciscretionary  Grants  nine 
were  approved,  two  had  not  been  considered  at  the  end  of  the  year,  two  were 
withdrawn  and  Standard  Grant  applications  made  and  the  remaining  application 
was  withdrawn.  The  total  amount  awarded  for  the  nine  applications  which  were 
approved  was  £2,428. 

Certificates  of  Completion  were  issued  during  the  year  in  respect  of  eight 
schemes  where  the  total  of  £1,755  was  paid  in  grant  aid.  The  total  number  of 
completed  schemes  is  now  72  of  which  4 have  provided  additional  dwellings. 

The  total  of  £18, 177s  10s  -.  in  grant  aid  has  been  paid  towards  the  cost  of  these 
72  schemes. 

The  Council  continue  to  encourage  owners  of  property  to  improve  their 
dwellings  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  and  although  a reasonable  No.  of  houses 
have  been  improved  in  this  way  there  remain  many  houses  which  would  qualify  for 
this  aid.

Luring  the  year  the  Council  were  advised  that  the  Wonbleton  Aerodrome  was  to 
be  De-requisitioned.  Of  this  land  the  Council  were  in  possession  o.f  nine  temporary 
d?/el  lings  situated  at  the  Old  W.A.A.F.  Site.  In  view  of  the  expense  incurred  by  the 
Council  in  providing  these  dwellings  it  was  decided  to  endeavour  to  obtain  a Compul- 
sory Purchase  Order  for  this  land. 

A Public  Enquiry  was  held  on  the  17th  November,  1959,  at  the  Church  House, 
Kirkbynoorside  when  the  Council  put  forward  their  case  for  Compulsory  Purchase  and 
objectors  were  heard.  The  result  of  the  enquiry  was  that  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  decided  against  awarding  the  order  with  the  effect  that  upon 
derequisition  the  land  and  dwellings  would  be  handed  back  to  Mr.  H.  Was s of  Wobb- 
le ton  Grange.  It  is  expected  that  this  will  have  effect  from  the  31st  March,  i960. 

The  attempt  by  the  Council  to  obtain  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  only 
decided  upon  after  attempts  had  been  made  to  reach  agreement  with  Mr.  Wass  and  the 
sale  of  the  dwellings  to  him,  but  a selling  price  could  not  be  agreed. 

The  Council  was  receiving  rent  from  127  dwellings  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Repairs  to  Council  owned  property  are  carried  .out  by  the  Local  Tradesmen  and 
in  1959  & total  of  £1410 s'  0:  2d.  was  expended  on  repairs  and  renovation.  Of  this 

tcte.1  £441 s 32  3d.  was  spent  on  painting  43  Council  Houses  ns  listed  below: - 

1-22  Ryedale  View,  Kirkbynoorside. 

1 - 13  Station  Road,  Nawton. 

9 & 10  & 16  - 21  Ryedale  Crescent,  Kirkbynoorside. 

The  scheme  to  replace  the  old  combination  ranges  and  set  pot  ranges-  at  Nos. 
1-22  Ryedale  View,  Kirkbynoorside  and  1-5  East  Terrace,  Wonbleton  was  completed 
during  the  year. 

Tiled  fireplaces  were  fitted  in  the  sitting  rooms  and  netal  surround  fire- 
places were  provided  in  the  kitchens  and  electric  cookers  and  wash  boilers  were 
provided  where  necessary. ' 

The  carrying  out  of  this  work  has  greatly  improved  the  comfort  of  these 
dwellings . 

Food  Administration 

MILK  SUPPLY 

The  district,  being  a designated  area,  is  one  in  which  only  Tuberculin  Tested, 
Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  milk  nay  be  retailed.  All  these  classes  of  milk  are 
retailed  in  the  district  by  the  Ryedale  Dairy  and  the  Scarborough  Co-operative 
Society  and  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  is  distributed  by  Messrs.  Sinnington  Dairies. 
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The  Ryedale  Dairy  obtain  all  their  supplies  except  Tuberculin  Tested  fron  Messrs. 
Woodlands  Dairy  at  Scarborough.  There  are  two  dairies  in  the  district  i.e.  The 
Ryedale  Dairy  at  Woribleton  and  Mr.  Green's  Dairy  at  Hawton. 

Ho  conplaints  have  been  made  regarding  these  supplies  and  sanples  were  taken 
during  the  year  for  analysis  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Rorth- 
allerton.  All  sanples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  five  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  have  continued  to  operate  during  the 
year  and  regular  visits  have  been  ’ iade  when  neat  intended  for  hunan  consumption 
was  inspected.  The  neat  produced  in  this  district  continues  to  be  of  high  quality 
and  the  majority  of  that  found  to  be  unfit  for  hunan  consumption  was  due  to  the 
slaughter  of  casualty  animals.  Generally  the  amount  of  unsound  neat  has  fallen 
during  the  year  and  would  appear  to  be  due  to  the  low  number  of  casualty  animals 
dealt  with. 

The  following  regulations  cane  into  force  in  1959  and  concern  the  construction , 
layout  and  equipment  of  slaughterhouses  and  lairages  and  the  conditions  to  be 
observed  therein t-

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958* 

The  Slaughterhouse  Reports  (Appointed  Day)  Order,  1959* 

The  Slaughterhouse  (Reports)  Direction,  1959* 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) (Amendment)  Regulations,  1959* 

Reports  on  the  conditions  of  each  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  are  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Local  Authority  when  the  future  slaughtering  arrangements  of  the 
district  will  be  considered. 

During  the  year  a total  of  537  beast,  1291  sheep,  283  pigs  and  4 calves 
were  examined  and  the  following  carcases  or  parts  were  found  to  be  unfit  for 
human  consumption: -

Improvements  to  Salughterhou.se s are  being  considered  by  the  owners  in  relation 
to  the  present  legislation  but  there  has  been  little  difficulty  in  ensuring  the 
cleanliness  of  these  premises. 

SHOPS , STALLS  AND  VEHICLES 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  of  food  premises  throughout  the  district 
is  satisfactory  and  visits  are  made  at  frequent  intervals.  The  average  number 
of  stalls  used  for  the  sale  of  fish,  fruit  and  vegetables  each  market  day  is  three. 
Closed  vehicles  which  are  used  for  the  supply  of  articles  of  food  are  more  numerous 
but  are  mainly  of  a new  design  and  well  maintained. 

FOOD  PREPARAT  I ON  PREMISES 


Three  shops  in  the  district  are  used  for  preparing  and  supplying  fried  fish  and 
chips  and  either  sausages,  pies  or  potted  neat  are  manufactured  at  the  premises  of 
five  butchers  in  the-  area.  These  premises  are  generally  in  a clean  condition  when 
visited,  /my  observations  made  at  the  tine  of  the  visit  are  given  immediate  atten- 
tion. 

ICE  CREAM 

The  only  manufacturer  of  Ice  Cream  left  the  district  during  the  year.  All 
the  other  registered  premises  in  the  district  retail  the  pre-packed  varieties 
of  ice  cream  the  samples  of  which  have  given  satisfactory  results. 

FOOD  POISONING 

Ho  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  during  the  year. 

SHELL  FISH  REGULATIONS . 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 

BAKEHOUSES 

Two  bakehouses  in  the  district  continue  to  manufacture  bread  and  cakes  and 
the  other  property  has  now  ceased  to  operate  as  a bakehouse.  - 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  are  no  designated  offensive  trades  in  this  area. 

FACTORIES  ACTS  1957  and  1948

Although  the  sunner  nonthsof  1959  gave  a very  low  rainfall  water  supplies 
to  nost  of  the  district  xyerc  maintained  without  any  restrictions  being  inposed. 
Supplies  to  Kirkbynoorside , Great  Edstone  etc.  were  augnented  by  water  drawn 
fron  the  Ryedale  Joint.  Mater  Boards  reservoir  at  Low  lark. 

The  only  source  which  caused  any  concern  was  the  Spaunton  Moor  Supply  which 
fell  far  below  the  normal  yield.  These  springs  serve  Spounton,  Lastinghan  and 
Appleton-le-Moors  and  it  was  necessary  to  augment  the  springs  supply  by  drawing 
water  fron  the  stream.  Drip  chlorination  was  carried  out  before  the  water 
entered  Spaunton  reservoir. 

Several  individual  spring  supplies  at  the  Northern  end  of  Famdale  failed 
conpletely.  Adequate  supplies  were  available  fron  other  farms  in  the  vicinity. 

Sanples  for  Bacteriological  Analysis  were  taken  during  the  year  of  yrhich 
105  were  conpletely  free  of  contamination  and  18  were  contaminated  in  varying 
degrees. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  by  means  of  Wallace  and  Tiernan  hypochlorin- 
ators  positioned  on  the  Hutton-le-Hole  main  at  Lowna  and  on  the  inlet  main  at 
Lowna  and  on  the  inlet  main  to  Cockpit  reservoir. 

Further  neters  were  installed  on  supplies  to  business  prenises  the  work 
being  carried  out  by  either  of  the  two  local  firns  of  plunbcrs.  The  excavation 
work  is  usually  carried  out  by  the  workmen  cnployod  by  the  Council.  There  were 
207  neters  installed  at  the  end  of  the  year, 

A major  portion  of  the  departments  tine  is  taken  up  with  supervising  the 
operation  and  repairing  of  the  several  water  supplies  schenes  together  yyith  the 
reading  of  water  neters  twice  every  year.  All  repairs  found  to  be  necessary  are 
carried  out  by  the  two  firns  of  plunbers  operating  in  the  district. 

The  appointment  cf  a full  tine  water  bailiff  is  justified  by  the  anount  of 
tine  devoted  to  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  water  nains  and  fittings  together 
with  the  attention  which  the  numerous  water  neters  require  in  order  to  maintain 
then  in  efficient  working  order.  A proposal  has  been  made  however  by  the  Ryedale 
Joint  Water  Board  to  forn  a new  all  purpose  water  board  which  would  be  responsible 
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•for  all  of  the  supplies  (public)  in  this  and  several  adjoining  areas.  If  this 
proposal  cones  into  operation  only  the  maintenance  of  Council  House  water  services 
and  the  reading  and  maintaining  of  water  meters  will  remain  the  responsibility  of 
this  department. 

4”  Main  - Ings  Lane  to  Kirby  Mils 

After  more  than  twelve  months  of  use  it  is  obvious  that  this  new  main  has 
improved  supplies  to  a satisfactory  level  at  Great  Edstome.  The  supply  beyond 
Keldholne  is  still  far  from  satisfactory.  When-ever  a burst  occurs  in  this  area 
or  at  Keldholne  supplies  to  several  farms  are  affected.  The  normal  daytime  pressure 
in  this  area  is  quite  low  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  4"  main  at  Kirby  Mills 
be  continued  to  join  with  the  3"  main  at  the  junction  to  the  Pickering  and  Malton 
Roads . 

ADMINISTRATION 


This  department  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  water  supplies 
owned  by  the  Council  together  with  those  owned  jointly  by  the  Kirkbynoorside 
and  Helnsley  Rural  District  Council's. 

DRAINAGE  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

It  is  necessary  for  one  of  the  Council’s  workmen  to  be  employed  regularly 
at  the  Kirby  Mils  sewage  disposal  works  in  order  that  as  much  solid  material 
as  possible  may  be  removed  from  the  flow  of  sewage . It  is  impossible  to  produce 
a satisfactory  effluent  from  these  works  but  efforts  are  made  to  render  the 
discharge  as  inoffensive  as  the  works  permit. 

A site  has  been  obtained  for  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  to  the  north  of 
the  existing  sewage  plant  and  on  the  17th  September,  1959  an  enquiry  was  held 
when  the  proposed  new  works  were  discussed.  As  soon  as  revised  plans  are  pre- 
pared by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineer  it  is  hoped  that  tenders  will  be 
invited  and  an  early  start  made  on  the  construction  work. 

JOINT  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 


The  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Wombleton  deals  with  sewage  from  the  villages 
of  Nawton,  Beadlan,  Harome  and  Wombleton  and  the  responsibility  for  the  administrat- 
ion of  this  work  rests  with  this  department. 

During  the  year  all  the  foul  drains  at  Nawton  which  previously  discharged 
into  the  old  sewer  were  disconnected  and  new  connections  made  to  the  new  sewer. 

It  is  hoped  that  similar  work  will  be  carried  out  at  Wombleton  in  the  near  future. 

The  electrically  operated  pumps  at  the  sewage  works  ahd  ejector  station  at 
Harome  and  Wombleton  have  operated  satisfactorily  and  regular  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  sewage  disposal  works. 

DRAINAGE 

It  is  usual  for  the  department  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with  Architects 
and  Contractors  in  order  to  obtain  the  best  possible  layout  of  new  drainage  schemes. 
At  tines  the  siting  and  costruction  of  septic  tanks  present  difficulties  as  does 
also  the  disposing  of  the  effluent. 

In  most  of  the  district  public  sewers  are  not  available  and  septic  tanks  are 
therefore  to  be  found  in  large  numbers.  Nuisances  occasionally  arise  from  these 
tanks  or  their  outlets  and  upon  investigation  it  is  usually  found  that  the  tanks 
require  emptying. 

A good  standard  of  workmanship  has  usually  been  found  on  the  schemes  constructed 
in  this  area  during  the  year. 
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All  new  drainage  is  tested  either  hydraulically  or  by  smoke.  In  cases  of 
emergency  the  Council  workmen  are  called  upon  to  release  choked  sexvers  and  drains. 
Open  sewer  ditches  are  also  cleansed  and  graded  by  these  workmen. 

Encouragement  to  convert  conservancy  type  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system 
is  offered  by  the  Council  by  the  awarding  of  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  the  con- 
version and  also  by  improvement  grants.  A total  of  12  conservancy  type  closets 
were  -■  converted  to  W.C's.,  in  1959  and  3 were  installed  in  new  houses. 

PUBLIC  CLEANS ING 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  from  Kirkbymoorside,  Wombleton,  Nawton  and 
Welburn  is  on  a weekly  basis  with  a-  fortnightly  collection  in  all  other  villages 
and  a monthly  collection  in  Famdale.  Due  to  the  narrow  access  roads  occupiers 
of  outlying  farms  are  requested  to  deposit  refuse  in  containers  at  the  side  of 
the  highway.  This  system  has  proved  most  satisfactory.  The  Council's  4 ton 
Bedford  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  has  continued  to  give  good  service  but  repairs 
are  becoming  more  frequent. 

During  the  year  the  refuse  tip  at  Catter  Bridge  Farm,  Keldholne  became  full 
and  was  levelled  out  by  a buldozer  under  contract  from  a local  firm.  The  use 
of  the  tips  at  Highfield  Lane,  Nawton  and  Kirkdale  Howl  has  continued  but  the 
Council  obtained  permission  from  the  Bo.  5 Area  Planning  Committee  and  Wombleton 
Parish  Council  to  use  Cockerill  Quarry,  Wombleton  as  a refuse  tip.  This  site 
is  considered  to  be  ideal  for  controlled  tipping  and  due  to  its  large  area  and 
reasonable  depth  will  satisfy  the  tipping  requirements  of  the  district  for  a 
considerable  time  to  come.  The  Kirkdale  Howl  Tip  will  continue  to  be  used  and  will 
serve  for  several  years. 

The  cost  of  Public  Cleansing  during  the  year  was  £1941* 

PRIVATE  RECHARGEABLE  WORK 


Most  of  the  workmens  time  is  taken ‘up  in  attending  to  the  Council's  various 
services  and  consequently  little  time  is  available  for  carrying  out  this  type 
of  work.  Owing  to  the  need  to  give  urgent  attention  to  water  supply  problems 
in  1959  the  amount  of  rechargeable  work  carried  out  was  small  and  amounted  to 
£1:  13:  Id. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Council  employ  a part  time  attendant  at  their  Public  Conveniences  at 
Crown  Square,  Kirkbymoorside.  As  in  previous  years  several  items  of  damage 
were  reported  and  although  a £2  reward  is  offered  for  information  leading  to 
the  conviction  of  any  person  causing  willful  damage  so  far  no  information  has 
been  received.  Receipts  from  the  conveniences  during  the  year  were  £21:  15:  3d. 

In  February  1959  plans  were  prepared  for  the  National  Parks  Committee  of 
the  North  Riding  County  Council  showing  details  of  proposed  Public  Conveniences 
at  Low  Mills,  Famdale.  These  plans  were  later  approved  both  by  the  Council  and 
the  No.  5 Area  Planning  Committee  and  tenders  were  obtained  by  the  County  Council* 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  became  obvious  that  the  Public  Conveniences  would 
be  available  for  use  by  visitors  to  Famdale  during  the  Daffodil  season.  It  is 
obvious  that  these  Public  Conveniences  will  be  an  asset  to  the  district  and  will 
■provide  a much  needed  service.  The  provision  of  a car  park  and  Public  Conveniences 
by  the  National  Park  Committee  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council  has  greatly 
improved  the  amenities  of  Farndale. 

SHOPS 

No  statutory  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Smoke  does  not  present  a serious  problem  in  this  district.  An  automatic 
stoker  is  in  operation  at  the  Ryedale  Laundry,  Kirkbymoorside  and  works  most 
satisfactorily.  Pull  co-operation  is  received  from  the  management  of  Messrs. 
Kirby  Bricks  Ltd. , in  keeping  the  discharge  of  smoke  and  dust  over  their  premises 
in  Swineherd  Lane,  Kirkbymoorside  to  a minimum. 

Whenever  possible  householders  are  encouraged  to  instal  appliances  capable 
of  burning  smokeless  fuels. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AMD  POO  IS 

There  are  no  public  baths  or  swimming  pools  in  the  district. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  obligations  placed  upon  this  Council  by  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949  have  been  carried  out  in  conjunction  Yrith  the  Helmsley  Rural  District 
Council.  One  Rodent  Control  Operative  is  employed  by  the  two  Council's  and  as  in 
previous  years  the  services  provided  have  proved  most  effective. 

Warfarin  continues  to  be  used  to  deal  ?;ith  most  of  the  infestations  and 
satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained.  All  of  the  infestations  reported  or 
discovered  have  been  quickly  dealt  with.  The  Kirkbymoorside , Nawton  and  Wombleton 
sewers  were  again  treated  and  of  the  128  manholes  pre-bated  it  was  later  found 
necessary  to  lay  poison  in  5* 

Survey's  have  been  made  at  433  properties  during  the  year  and  the  treatments 
carried  out  as  necessary. 

The  sum  of  £93 i 2;  7d.  is  recoverable  for  work  carried  out  to  private  premises

The  existing  conservancy  closets  at  Wombleton  School  were  converted  to  the 
water  carriage  system  during  the  year  and  the  County  Education  Committee  have 
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stated  that  they  hope  to  he  able  to  carry  out  a scheme  of  conversion  at  the 
Gillamoor  School  during  i960.
